-chestnuts, wide-apreading beeches, and gnar. 
Jed oaks flourish in” the pleasant demesne 
ofa hundred acres which mrrounds Mr, 
JnfFray’s house, avd the rising ground ‘only 
just “eonreala from view tho picturesque 
LMuities of Edgbaston Pool, whore he some. 
times shoots wild-duek snd bald ‘soota, 
where kingfishers haild thoir nests, fearless- 
Vw amongat. the bulrushes, ond where poor 
Joreph Mans was accustomed to’ fish for.
